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PREFACE 


There are three main purposes for publishing this books (1) to 
acquaint the descendants of Frederick Pace and Elizabeth ’ 
with each other, (2) to provide, in-so-far as possible, an unbroken chain 
of genealogical and historical records for future generations, with the 
hope that they will keep the chain unbroken and pass it on to their des- 
cendants, and (3) to abide by the Biblical injunction: "Honor thy father 


and thy mother that thy days may be long upon the land which the Lord. thy 
God giveth thee," 


It is to these purposes that we have spent many long hours and pain- 
staking effort in compiling and arranging the materials for this book. 
Had we had access to similar compilation of ancestral records, our task 
would have been much easier and the records much more complete. 


As will be noted, this work is far from complete, Much needed 
information was either not available or, through lack of interest on the 
part of those who could supply the information, was not made available. 
We are sorry that in many cases more complete family records are not 
jnoorporated herein, Every reasonable effort was made to obtain more 
complete family records. Sectional copies of the preliminary draft of 
family records were mailed to individuals involved, requesting correction 
of errors, filling in blank spaces, and additions, with only partial 
results, Many individuals failed to respond. As a result, there probably 
are some errors in spelling of names, wrong names, and dates, absence of 
names and important dates, and lack of additional information which, if 
made available, would have resulted in more complete family records. We 
hope those who obtain a copy of the book will make any needed corrections 


and additions in their family section for the benefit of both, present and ° 
future generations. 


Near the back of the book is an appendix which contains a collection of 
information pertaining to the Pace family group, and which is not inoluded 
in the main body of family records, This was done to avoid breaking the 
continuity of the individual family records, and as reference materials. 
These include census records, marriage records, early land grants, wills, 
Revolutionary and Civil War records, and excerpts from publications ‘and 
papers about prominent pioneer individuals, 


This book is not fully indexed, but in the back is an index.of the 
family heads and their wives, with the page numbers where they appear. In 
each family group (families with the same surname) is listed the names of 
their married children and to whom they were married, Unmarried children 
and fathers and mothers of persons marrying into the Pace family are not 
indexed, 


This method of indexing will enable you to trace the descendants of 
each child. Simply look in the index for the husband and father of the 
family you wish to check, After his name you will find the page number. 
Turn to that page and somewhere on that page you will find the family grouP- 


The sequence followed in arranging the individual family records is 288 
follows: The family head (husband) and the maiden name of his wife is showne 
Under his name is listed the name of each child in the order of birth, name 
of husband or wife (maiden name), if married and date of marriage, : 
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Next, the oldest married child is shown with his or her wife or husband, 
following the same procedure as for his or her father, and completing the 
record of all his or her descendants before proceeding with the record of 
each of the other children in like manner. Full names are shown if avail- 
able which lessens the problem of individual identification in the future, 


To save space and keep the cost of the book to a minimum, certain words 
are abbreviated = b is for born, d for died, bur for buried, md for married, 
and cem for cemetery. Counties and most months and states also are 
abbreviated, 


This record has been painstakingly prepared and arranged from the 
information available to me, It is hereby submitted for your approval, 
and I apologize for any mistakes and errors for which I am responsible, 
Every effort was made to correct all errors, but failure to cooperate by 
some family members has prevented correction of some errors and completion 
of some family records. 


It has been said, "We can choose our friends, but we cannot choose our 
relatives". Even if I could choose my relatives, I do not believe I could 
have chosen a better group of people than my Pace kin, I am proud of them - 
aren't you? 
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EARLY ENGLISH AND AMERICAN PACE HISTORY 
Origin of The Pace Name 


The name "Pace" is said to have been used originally as a baptismal 
name, having been derived from the provincial name for "Easter" and taken 
from the Latin "Pacha", therefore most likely of Italian origin. It is 
found in ancient English and early American records in various forms of 
spelling, namely, Pacey, Pacye, Pacy, Pacie, Pase, Pass, Pash, Pache, 
Payse, and Pace, The latter is the spelling most generally used in 
America today, The spelling of the name "Pace" began just prior to the 
reign of King Henry VIII. 


Families bearing the name "Pace" were found at an early date in the 
English Counties of Nottingham, Lincoln, Leichester, Devon, Oxford, Hart, 
Middlesex, Sussex, Cambridge, Norfolk, and York, as well as in the city of 
London, These lines, for the most part, were of the land gentry and 
yeomanry of Great Britain, 


Some Rarly American Paces 


The American Pace family began with Richard and Isabella Pace of 
Jamestown, Virginia, They, like many of the early settlers of Jamestown, 
were among the noble olass of England, The exact time of their arrival at 
Jamestown has not been determined, but it probably was about 1616. 


Richard and Isabella Pace were given a grant of land at Jamestown in 
1620, across the river from Jamestown Fort, They named their plantation 
"Paces Paines", and a marker by that name is located on Virginia highway 
10 marking the location of the plantation, 


Richard and Isabella Pace had a son named George who married Sara 
Maycock, daughter of Samuel Maycook, She was an infant who survived the 
Jamestown massacree of 1622, Both of her parents were killed, 


The records also show a Henry Pace who came to America as an indenture 
servant in 1635, but we have no further information on him, 


Others probably arrived later, but from Richard and Isabella Pace and 
his son George and Sara Mayoock Pace, most of the Paces of America are 
descended, Their descendants moved in various directions, some North into 
Middlesex Parish, and others South into the Albermarle Sound area and 
North Carolina, In Bertie County, North Carolina was a Richard Pace and 
wife Rebecca, fourth generation from Richard and Isabella Pace. He had 
three sons, Richard, William and Thomas. From these we have many records, 
and three Revolutionary War soldiers, namely Stephen, son of: William Pace, 
and Thomas and Nathaniel, sons of Thomas Pace. 


There was also a Dempsey Pace of the North Carolina Militia in ‘the 
Revolutionary War. A John Pace, Revolutionary War soldier from Campbell 
County, Virginia, moved to Tennessee, later to Kentucky, and then to 
Missouri, 


Another prominent Pace family in Henry County, Virginia included four 
brothers, namely John, Joel, Newsome, and Reuben. Three of these were 
Revolutionary War soldiers, Some members of this large family moved into 
Kentuoky and Illinois where many of their descendants are found today.

Four Pace brothers were found in Pennsylvania and New Jersey, arriving 
sometimes after 1700. One of these, Michael Pace, served in the Revolution=- 
ary War. The origin of these Paces has not been definitely settled, 
although it is generally agreed that they were connected with the Richard 
Pace family back in England. 


Another Revolutionary War soldier was Burl (sometimes spelled Burwell) 
Pace from Surry County, North Carolina. Still another was Captain Drury 
Pace from Georgia. There were probably other Paces in the Revolutionary 


War of whom we have no record,

Paces of the South and Southwest 


Most of the Paces of the South and Southwest probably are descendants 
of the early Carolina and Georgia Paces. Burl (Burwell) and Richard Pace 
IV of North Carolina, and Frederick Pace of South Carolina were the 
ancestors of most of the Paces in the Carolinas, Georgia, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Florida, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas and Texas, as well as 
many of the California Paces. As already stated, Richard Pace IV was a 
fifth generation descendant of Richard Pace of Jamestown. Some people - 
think that Burl (Burwell) Pace and Frederick Pace also were his descen- 
dants, although not as yet proven (see below), 


Burl (Burwell) Pace and Frederick Pace 
Lines Probably Connected 


There is considerable evidence that the Burl (Burwell) Pace and the 
Frederick Pace Lines are connected by a common ancestor. The land grant 
records of Surry County, North Carolina shows Richmond Pace as a land 
owner on Fisher River, and a Dempsey Pace as a chain bearer in the survey 
of his land grant entry. In another land grant entered by Edmond Pace, 
the acreage involved on Fisher River was “Adjoining the lands of Richmond 
Pace, also line of Reuben Pace", and Richmond Pace was one of the chain 
bearers, (See General Records of Land Grants to the Name of Pace in 
Surry County - Appendix, Page 209), 


Since "Richmond" and "Dempsey" are very common names in the Frederiok 
Pace Line, and since a Richmond Pace and a Dempsey Pace are very closely 
associated with the Burl (Burwell) Pace Line, it is very likely that they 
were related, probably brothers, and actually are one family line. This 
view is further suggested by the fact that Burl (Burwell) Pace had a 
brother named Richmond Pace who was killed in the Revolutionary War. 

(See petition of Burwell Pace for a land grant previously entered by his 
father = Appendix, Page 208). Judge Charles M, Pace, Spartanburg, South 
Carolina, a descendant of Burl (Burwell) Pace, also suggests this pro- 
bability in a letter to the author dated 30 Sept. 1964: 


"Burwell Pope (Burl) Pace had a brother Richmond, and I don't 
have the positive proof, but there is much to suggest that Rev, 
Edmund Pace, Surry County, North Carolina, Burwell Pope Pace 
and Richmond Pace were brothers and sons of John Pace and his 
wife Sarah, This is based on the Burwell Pace petition of 1781, 
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the census records of 1790, the tax records of Surry County, North 
Carolina and what else we have been able to find. 


"There is a coincidence of names between the Chesterfield County, 
South Carolina Paces and mine who oame from Surry County, North 


Carolina to Spartanburg County, South Carolina," (See Appendix, 
Page 210). 


Richmond and Dempsey Common Given Names in Pace Family 


In our search for Pace family records, we have found that "Dempsey" 
and "Richmond" are familiar given or Christian names in the Pace family 
Line. From the Revolutionary War period down through the years, almost 
every generation of the Frederick Pace family Line had one or more members 
named "Dempsey" and/or "Richmond", as will be noted in these records, 


The earliest Dempsey Pace of record was a Revolutionary soldier in 
North Carolina, who was killed in the War. (See Dempsey Pace Land Grant 
Records in Appendix, Page 214), Another Dempsey Pace was found in Land 
Grant Records of Surry County, North Carolina (See Dempsey Pace, Land 
Grant Records of Surry County, North Carolina, Page 209). These were not 
the same person, since the first one was killed in the Revolutionary War 
as stated, and the reference to the second one was in 1780, Neither of 
these Dempsey Paces has been definitely connected with the Frederick Pace 


family Line, yet the names would suggest that there was a close family 
connection, 


Other Dempsey Paces include: 


Dempsey Pace of Chesterfield County, South Carolina and Clarke County, 
Alabama, b in 1775, South Carolina. 


Dempsey Pace in Cheatham's Detachment, Mounted Infantry, Tennessee 
Militia, War of 1812 (See Appendix, Page 214). 


James Dempsey Pace of Newton County, Mississippi, son of John Pace, b 
1805, Tennessee. 


. Dempsey Pace of Haywood Co., Tennessee, The 1830 U.S. Census lists a 
Dempsey Pace 1 and a Dempsey Pace 23 also William Pace. One of shew 
Dempsey Paces, probably was the Dempsey Pace shown above in Cheatham's 
Detachment, Tenn, Militia, since a William Pace was also in the. same 
Detachment, and perhaps brothers. It is thought that Dempsey Pace moved 
to Texas, but this has not been established.

Carolina who was killed in the Revolutionary War. (See Petition of

Richmond Pace of Surry Co., N.C. He lived in the Fisher River 
community with Dempsey Pace about 1780. (See Land Grant Records of Surry 


Cosy NeC., in Appendix, Page 209). 


Richmond Pace of Franklin Co., Tenn., b 1799 N.C., md Sarah 
listed in 1820 and 1830 census of Franklin Co., Tenn. He was listed in 
the 1840 and 1850 census of Bedford Co., Tenn. A Richmond Pace was also 
listed in the town of Greenville, Mulenborg Co., Ky. in 1860 census as 
head of a family, believed to be the same Richmond Pace listed in 
Franklin Co., Tenn.

Only the Richmond Pace of Newton Co., Miss. and his grandson and great 
grandson have been proven by authentic records to be descendants of 
Frederick Pace. Like the earlier Dempsey Paces however, it would seem 
probable that there is a direct link of these and the early Richmond Paces 
with the Burl (Burwell) Pace family Line.

own generation, 
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FREDERICK PACE OF SOUTH CAROLINA 


Two sources of information have been found to indicate that Frederick 
Pace of South Carolina was the ancestor of a vast number of Paces and Pace 
descendants found throughout the United States, particularly in the South 
and Southwest. One of these is found in "A Glance into the Great South- 
east, or Clarke County, Alabama, and its Surroundings From 1640 — 1882", 
by Rev. T. H. Ball, Grove Hill, Alabama, published in 1887 (See Appendix, 
Page 211). Quoting from this publication: "John Pace from South Carolina, 
after spending about a year in Kentucky and another in Tennessee, coming 
then with Dempsey Pace sessooee Settled in 1809 about a mile and a half 
above Coffeeville. .seccsese Dempsey Pace, named above, a brother, probably, 
of John Pace, and a son of Fred Pace of South Carolina, came in 1799." 
(Note the discrepancy in the two dates, the latter date apparently being 
an error). 


The second source of information on Frederick Pace is found in a 
biographical sketch of Dr. Jesse M. Pace of Dallas, Texas, in "Memoirs 
and Biographical History of Dallas", published in 1892, Dr. Pace was a 
great grandson of Frederick Pace. Quoting from his biography: "Dr. Jesse 
M. Pace, a physician and surgeon of Dallas, was born in Marengo County, 
Alabama, 19 Apr. 1836. His great grandfather, Frederick Pace, was born 
in Wales (England), and came to the United States (Colonies) in 1768....". 
(Words in parentheses are the author's) (See the complete biographical 
sketch in the Appendix, Page 212), 


The earliest U. S. Census record bearing on the Frederick Pace family 
was found in the 1800 population Census of Chesterfield County, South 
Carolina, submitted by Judge Charles M. Pace of Spartenburg, South Carolina, 
It shows a Frederick Pace, along with Dempsey Pace, John Pace, and William 
Pace, as shown below. Note that these early census records lists only the 
name of the head of the family, the sex (m for male and f for female), and 
the ages only in age ranges, Those in the oldest group are usually the 
father and/or the mother,

There are several discrepancies, however, between the information given 
in these references. The Chesterfield County Census shows Frederick Pace 
in the same age group as John and William Pace, who according to the Dr. 
Pace biography, were sons of Frederick Pace, as was also Dempsey Pace, 

This along with the ages of their children, would not indicate that this 
Frederick Pace was the father of the other three, but was probably a bro= 
ther. Rev. T. H. Ball mentions Fred Pace as the father, Dempsey Pace as 
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his son, and John Pace probably as Dempsey Pace's brother. He did not 


mention William Pace, as there is no record of his ever migrating to 
Alabama, 


The Dr. Pace biography is in agreement with the other two references a8 
to names, but is not in agreement on dates and number of children of 
Frederick Pace. Dr. Pace names five children, three sons as William, the 
oldest; John, the second sons and Dempsey, the youngest. The Chesterfield 
County Census also shows Dempsey as the youngest - in the 16-26 age group. 
It also shows that Frederick Pace had 8 children in 1800 = four males and 
four females, and all under 16 except one, 


According to Dr. Pace's biography, Dempsey Pace was six years old when 
the family came to America in 1768, indicating he was born about 1762. 
However, his family Bible record in Clarke County, Alabama shows he was 
born in 1775 in South Carolina, (See PACE, Dempsey and Elizabeth Rainwater, 
Page 183). This is in agreement with the Chesterfield County Census which 
places him in the 16-26 age group or about 25 years old in 1800, 


There seems to be no question, despite the discrepancies, but that the. 
William, John, and Dempsey Pace named in the Chesterfield County Census, 
and those named in Dr. Pace's Biography, as well as the John and Dempsey 
Pace named by Rev. T, H. Ball, were the same persons. But we must rule out 
the Frederick Pace named in the Chesterfield County Census as the father of 
William, John and Dempsey Pace, It does not necessarily rule out, however, 
that their father was a Frederiok Pace, As already suggested, the Frederick 
Pace named in the Chesterfield County Census probably was a brother of 
William, John and Dempsey, and overlooked by Dr. Pace. He may have been 
named for his father, as is often done, 


Dr. Pace's father was living at the time his biography was written, and 
he probably got most of his information from his father, He (Dr. Pace's 
father) should have known his grandfather's name, and passed it on to his 
son, In making this statement,: however, we are aware of several other 
apparent errors in other statements in Dr. Pace's biography. 


Another discrepancy between the Dr. Pace's biography and Rev. T. He 
Ball's reference has to do with Dempsey Pace. This will be discussed under 
Dempsey Pace of Clarke County, Alabama, Page 


Since both Rev, T, H. Ball and Dr. Jesse M. Pace named Fred or Frederick 
Pace as the father of John and Dempsey Pace, and Dr. Pace also including 
William Pace, and with no authentic information available to the author to 
the contrary, we are accepting him as the ancestor of those named in this 
genealogical history. 


DESCENDANTS OF FREDERICK PACE AND ELIZABETH 


According to the Dr. Jesse M. Pace's Biographical sketch, Frederick Pace 
and Elizabeth had three sons and two daughters, namely Willian, 
John, Dempsey, Dillie and Anna, We have no further record of William Pace 
and his descendants, nor of the two daughters, except that the Dr. Pace's 
Biography states that William served in the Colonial army as a patriot or 
"Rebel", that he married a Miss Grissom of Georgia, and that he lived to 
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be about 80 years old. It is hoped that future research will reveal more 
information on William Pace and his descendants, as well as his sisters, 
Dillie and Anna Pace. The presently available genealogical records of 
the other two sons, John and Dempsey Pace are given in the following 
pages.

JOHN PACE AND HIS DESCENDANTS 


John Pace and his family are listed in the 1800 U.S. Census of 
Chesterfield County, South Carolina. Sometime. between 1800 and 1805 he 
migrated to Tennessee where his son, James Dempsey Pace, was born in 1805, 
In 1807 he had moved to Kentucky where his son, William Pace, was born that 
year. In 1809 he moved to Clarke County, Alabama (Still Mississippi 
Territory at that time) with his family where he remained until his death 
in 1821, (See T. H. Ball's History of Clarke County, Alabama in Appendix, 
Page 211). He was listed in a Clarke County special U.S. Census of the 
Mississippi Territory in 1816, (See Appendix, Page 222),

The following facts based on the above records and marriage license 
records of Clarke Co., Ala. indicate that Stephen Pace and James Pace of 
Copiah Co., Miss, were John Pace's sons: 


He had a younger brother, James Pace. . 
Stephen Pace, James Pace and William Stringer (probably a brother- 
in-law) were associated together in land ownership and operations 
in Copiah Co., Miss., as shown above. 

(4) A younger brother of Stephen Pace of Clarke Co., Ala., Thomas J. 
Pace, came to Copiah Co., Miss. and married Jincy Ann Touchstone 
in 1831, and lived there one year. The 1830 U.S. Census of 
Copiah Co. shows one male in the 20-30 age group.

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DEMPSEY PACE (CLARKE COUNTY, ALA.) AND HIS DESCENDANTS 


Dempsey Pace, son of Frederick Pace, and brother of John Pace, was 
born in 1775, and is listed in the 1800 U.S. Census of Chesterfield 
County, South Carolina. Rev. T. H. Ball in his History of Clarke County, 
Alabama, states that Dempsey Pace came with his brother, John Pace, from 
Tennessee to Clarke County in 1809. His fourth child was born in South 

Carolina in October, 1807, so if he went to Tennessee and/or Kentucky as 
his brother John did, it was after October, 1807. John Pace was in 
Tennessee in 1805, and in Kentucky in 1807, as previously recorded, At 
any rate, he either came with John Pace to Clarke County in 1809, as 
reported by Rev. T. H. Ball, or perhaps directly from South Carolina 
soon thereafter, as his fifth child was born in Clarke County in 1811, 
He was listed in the 1816 Special U.S. Census of Clarke County along 
with his brother, John Pace. 


His date of birth shown above as recorded in the family Bible is 
not in accord with his age as given in the Dr. Jesse M. Pace Biography 
which states that he was six years old when the family oame to America 
in 1768. This would place his birth at about 1762, 


The 1800 Census of Chesterfield Co., South Carolina lists Dempsey 
Pace with one male 16-25 (the father), one female 10-16, and one male 
and one female under 10. Since the Bible record shows his birth in 
1775, which would make him 25 in 1800, the oldest child listed could 
hardly have been his, and she was too young to have been his wife with 
two children, Further, his marriage to Elizabeth Rainwater, his first 
wife according to available information was in Feb., 1802, Until more 
authentic information becomes available, our assumption is that he must 
have been previously married, that this first wife died, probably just 
before the 1800 Census was taken, and that he then married Elizabeth 
Rainwater in 1801. The oldest child shown in the Census could have 
been an orphaned relative living with the family, He was about 26 when 
he married Elizabeth Rainwater. Most young men in those days married 
at a much earlier age, lending further support to the assumption that 
Elizabeth Rainwater was his second wife. But if this assumption is 
Ocrrect, what happended to the children listed in the 1800 Census? The 
Bible record did not show them.

The Pace Coat of Arms 


The Coat of Arms shown is a replioa of the very early Pace Coat of 
Armor, handed down in the Pace family of Virginia by Richard Pace I, the 
Eomigrant of Pace's Paines. 

Excerpts from "A Complete Guide To Heralday" 
By A. C. Fox-Davies, 

One of the best definitions of a coat of arms requires that the 
design must be hereditary and must be connected with armor. The Second 
Crusade took place in 1147, and there is no trace of anarmorial design on 
any of the shields, At the period of the Third Crusade in 1189, there 
were in actual existence hereditary decorations of weapons of warfare. 
In those days every man fought, and his weapons were the most cherished 
of his possessions. Herein are the rudiments of the idea of heredity in 
armory. 


Another element then appeared which had a vast influence upon armory. 
Europe rang end to end with the call to the Crusades. A great fanatioism 
gripped the whole of the Christian world and sent it forth to fight the 
Saracens, War was elevated to the dignity of a sacred duty, and the 
implements of warfare rose in estimation. It was due to the Crusades that 
the origin of armor as we now know it was practically coeval (existing or 
ocourring at the same time) throughout Europe, and also that a large 
proportion of the charges and terms and rules of heraldy are identical in 
all European countries -~~-------———, 


The possession of a coat of arms at the present date has nothing 
approaching the dignity attached to it in the days of long ago. By the 
use of a certain coat of arms, you assert your descent from a person to 
whom those arms were granted, confirmed or allowed. --—-— The . 
military side of armory has sunk in importance until it is now utterly 
overshadowed by the decorative,—-----—--—----—---—=, 


The correct term for the whole emblazonment of a coat of arms is an 
"Achievement", The shield is the most important part of the achievement, 
for on it are depicted the signs and emblems of the house to which it 
appertains, These emblems and the orest, if there be one, are not to be 
changed, The shape of the shield may be changed, also the mantling, 
ribbon and motto, If no motto is chosen at the time the arms are granted, 
one may be adopted later. 


The colors are usually denoted by hatchings, and any later arms should 
be reproduced in its original colors. The painting of a coat of arms is | 
governed by several rules, namely; The colors and metals to be used, the 
partition lines, and the strict rule that no tint is to be placed over 
tint, and no metal upon a metal,

His parents moved to Yazoo County in 1833, and in 1835 to Newton 
County, where he grew to manhood, —- Mr. Pace responded to the call for 
men to go to the defense of the country, and enlisted in the Thirty-ninth 
Mississippi as a private under Captain McElroy, Company D. He participated 
in the battles of Corinth, Port Hudson, and was wounded at Atlanta, Gavy 
on August 10, 1864, He was confined in the hospital for some time, and 
when he was able to go about again, he returned to his home, and resumed 
the more peaceful occupation of farming, The people of Newton County have 
testified to the confidence which they have in Kr.

Captain Jim Polk Pace, who won his title by gallant service in defense of 
the Confederate cuase, was olassed with the capable officials of Forrest 
County, and in his death on February 14, 1923, Hattiesburg lost one of its 
upright, useful and honored citizens, He was born in Newton County, 
Mississippi, October 21, 1847, a son of Jesse M. Pace and Mary A. (Smith) 
Pace, and came of Scotch and Dutch ancestry, 


Jim Polk Pace received his public school education, and first turned to 
Agricultural pursuits which he followed for several years, in his native 
county, Yn 1906 Mr. Pace established his home in Hattiesburg and remained 
a resident of the city until his death. Hoe took a keen interest in public 
affairs and held to high ideals in matters of citizenship, ever placing 
the general good before personal aggrandizement. For a number of years 

he was president of the Board of Supervisors of both Newton and Forrest 
Counties, and at the time of his death was serving for the second term as 
Treasurer of Forrest County. He'was a man of strict integrity, worthy of 
the utmost trust, and brought to the discharge of his publio duties the 
same conscientious attention to detail that he displayed in the management 
of his private affairs. ; 


He was an honored veteran of the Civil War, in which he served for two 
years, holding rank of Captain, and his military record was characterized 
by high oourageand unfaltering devotion to duty. He was affiliated with 
the Baptist Church and faithfully followed its teachings.
